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What is claimed is: 

1 . An image shooting apparatus comprisi: 

a silver salt picture shooting section haj/ing a silver salt 
picture recording function and a silver salt information 
recording function ; 

a video picture shooting sectic 
a video signal recording sejertion for recording a video 
signal obtained by the video piefture shooting section and video 
information on the recordincr medium; 

a video signal reproduction section for reproducing the 
video signal and videc/ information from the recording medium; 

an electric digfclay device for displaying the video picture 
and video information reproduced by the video signal reproduc- 
tion section; 

a shoacing information provider for outputting various 
items of information as to shooting; and 

an/ information input section for inputting the various 
items/ of information into the shooting information provider. 



20 2 . An image shooting apparatus as claimed in claim 1 , 

which is capable of \displa^ing on the electric display 
device various items of inf o^mat/idh recorded by the silver salt 
picture shooting section and\py the video signal recording 
section and various items of inrormatipri to be recorded by the 
25 silver salt picture shooting section and by the video signal 
recording section . 



An image shooting apparatus 



claimed in claim 1, 
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wherein the various items of information include at: least: 
four out: of individual identif ication number, frame number, 
date, time, print aspect ratio, title, number of prints, light 
source nature, and television display aspect ratio. 

4. An image shooting apparatus as claimed in claim 1, 
wherein the various! items of information are rewritable by 
means of the information \input section. 
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5 . An image shootind apparatus as claimed in claim 1 , 
wherein the silver salt picture shooting section is 
provided with a silver salt Unf o^mation reproducer for repro- 
ducing a silver salt information fjkfom a recording portion of a 
silver salt film. 
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6. An image shooting apparatus as claimed in claim 1, 
wherein reproduction d^_^_J&wreteo signal is restricted 

according to information from the vi^eo information reproduction 
section. 

7. An image shooting apparatus ks claimed in claim 6, 
wherein the restriction is invoked\by at least one of the 

items of information including individual\identif ication number, 
frame number, date, time, print aspect raxio, and movie record- 
ing status, and content of the restriction is to reproduce an 
image as a still image. 

^^^8. An image shooting ^/paratus, comprising: 
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a silver salt picture shooting section having a silver salxf 
picture recording function and a silver salt information 
recording function; S 

a video picture shooting section; / 

a video signal recording section for recording a video 
signal obtained by the video picture shooting section and video 
information; S 

a silver salt film individual/xdentif ication number/ frame 
number provider for output ting^ an individual identification 
number and a frame numbej^of a silver salt film used as a 
recording medium for the silver salt picture shooting section; 
and 

an index >data recording section provided separately from 
the video >signal recording section for recording index data 
which is/an aggregate of shooting information during silver salt 
shooting. 

9. An image shooting apparatus as claimed in claim 8, 
wherein the index data recording section records informa- 
tion created by the silveis sa£t film individual identification 
number/ frame number provideY. t\ 

10. An image shooting applaratu^as claimed in claim 8, 
wherein the index data recording section records various 

items of information other than Ynformation created by the 
silver salt film individual identification number/frame number 
provider. \ 
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11. An image Yshooting apparatus as claimed in claim 10, 
wherein the various items of information include at least 

one out of date and f^ime, print aspect ratio, title, number of 
prints. 

12. An image shooing apparatus as claimed in claim 8, 
wherein the index da^ta recording section records informa- 
tion as to still images. 

13. An image shooting apparatus as claimed in claim 8, 
wherein a recording medium^ of the index data recording 

section is a solid-state mem/5iy, 

\ 

14. An image shootinh apparatus as claimed in claim 8, 
wherein a recording nvedium\of th£ index data recording 

section is a shared portion of the Recording medium of the video 
signal recording section, 



15. An image shooting apparatus as claimed in claim 8, 
wherein a tape- form recording medium is used as the 
recording medium of the video signal recording section. 



16. An image shooting apparatus as claimed in claim 15, 
wherein the index data are recorded ii\ a top or end portion 

of the tape- form recording medium. 

17. An image shooting apparatus as claimed in claim 8, 
wherein a disk- form recording medium \is used as the 
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recording medium of the video^signal recording section. 



18. An image shooting apparatus as claimed in claim 
wherein the index data are recorded in an outermost or 
innermost portion of the tape- form recording medium. 



19. An image shooting apparatus, comprising/ 

a silver salt picture shooting section including a silver 

salt picture recording section and a silveir salt information 

recording section; / 
a video picture shooting section; / 

a video signal recording section for recording a video 
signal obtained by the video pictures shooting section and video 
information; / 

a silver salt film individual identification number/ frame 
number provider for output^ing an individual identification 
number and a frame number of a silver salt film used as a 
recording medium for the silver salt picture shooting section, 

wherein said silver salt information recording section 
records an individual identification number outputted from the 
silver salt film/ individual identification number/frame number 
provider onto ^aid silver salt film, and 

wherein /said video information recording section records an 
individual /identification number and a frame number outputted 
from the salver salt film individual identification number/frame 
number provider into an image signal corresponding to said 
indivi/aual identification number and said frame number. 
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An image shooting apparatus as claimed in claim 19, 
wherein the silver salt information recording section is 
capable of recording various items of information other than 
information outputted from the silver salt film individual 
identification number/ frame number provider. 
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21.1 An image shooting apparatus as claimed in claim 19, 
whenein the video signal recording section is capable of 
recording! various items of information other than information 
outputted \from the silver salt film individual identification 
number/f ranje number provider. 

22. An\ image shooting apparatus as claimed in claim 21, 
wherein Vthe various items of information include at least 

two out of date and time, printing information recording 
location, print aspect ratio, light source nature, number of 
prints, title, lens focal length, aperture value, shutter speed, 
exposure compensation value, film ISO sensitivity, subject 
luminance, photometry method, television display aspect ratio. 

23. An image! shooting apparatus as claimed in claim 21, 
which is provided with a signal converter for converting the 
various items of information into a character signal, 

wherein the various items of information converted by the 
signal conversion means are recorded as an image signal by the 
video signal recording section. 



24. An image shooting apparatus as claimed in claim 19, 
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wherein, when silver salt picture shooting is performed 
while video signal recording is not in progress, the video 
signal recording section records a video corresponding to said 
silver salt picture, andr records information corresponding to 
said silver salt picture outputted from the silver salt film 
individual identification number/frame number provider. 

25. An image shotting apparatus as claimed in claim 19, 
wherein, when silver salt picture shooting is performed 

while video signal recording is in progress, the video signal 
recording section records a video corresponding to said silver 
salt picture, and records information corresponding to said 
silver salt picture outputted from the silver salt film individ- 
ual identification nu|nber/f rame number provider. 

26. An image sfiooting apparatus as claimed in claim 19, 
further comprising : 

a video recordihg medium individual identification number 
provider for outputljing an individual identification number of 
a video recording medium, 

wherein the silver salt information recording section 
records the individual identification number of the video 
recording medium cutputted from the video recording medium 
individual identification number provider onto a corresponding 

shooting section, and records the individual 
er of the video recording medium outputted 
from the video recording medium individual identification number 
provider.
